Time after time? 

LILo charged with grand theft 
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IF A FRIEND IS BEING CHEATED ON. DO YOU LET HIM KNOW? THAT’S THE REAL DILEMMA

He}^ that woman kind of looks like your bud- 
dy’s girlfriend. Wait, that is her. But that guy 
she’s kissing is not your buddy 
Now what? 

The moment you discover a friend is 
cheating (or being cheating on), you’re im- 
mediately thrust into a situation that has 
potential to affect not only the couple’s re- 
lationship but your own friendship as well. 
That’s the premise of the Vince Vaughn 


movie “The Dilemma,” which premiered 
downtown last month. Vaughn’s character 
sees the wife of his best friend, played by 
Kevin James, with another man— and he has 
to decide whether to tell. While the “Dilem- 
ma” setup provides ample fodder for laughs; 
it’s not so funny in real life— particularly the 
weekend before Valentine’s Day 

“All the way around, it’s a horrible position 
to be in if you know,” said Brian Rzepczyn- 
ski, an Aurora-based psychotherapist who 
runs relationship site thegaylovecoach.com. 


“%u don’t want to hurt anybody But what’s 
the right thing to do? It’s excruciating.” 

So do you keep your mouth shut? Should 
you tell your friend what you saw? Consider 
the relationship stage the friend and their 
partner are in. For example, are they exclu- 
sive or simply dating? Take a look at your 
friendship too. Are you close friends or mere 
acquaintances? Think about how the friend 
will react upon hearing the news. 

“This is not something you want to impul- 
sively act upon,” Rzepczynski said, empha- 


sizing the need to consider the pros and cons 
before making a choice. “Sit on it and really 
give it some thought.” 

How you decide to handle this dilemma 
depends on the kind of person you are. 
Would you keep it to yourself, tell your 
friend or confront the cheater? Each plan of 
action carries a risk and ultimately can lead 
to the end of a friendship and a relationship. 
It really comes down to this: Which type of 
friend are you?

Description: You don’t 
know what your friend’s 
relationship is like behind 
closed doors, and feel 
it’s not your place to get 
involved. 

Jennifer Sinclair, 23, of 
Ukrainian Village, said she’d 
keep it to herself if she 
found out her friend was 
being cheated on, “just for 
the simple fact I wouldn’t 
want to ruin our friendship.’’ 
She would worry about the 
friend not believing her if 
she delivered the bad news. 
Or, Sinclair said, she might 
be accused by the signifi- 
cant other of trying to sabo- 
tage the relationship. 

While it’s understand- 
able for a friend to want to 
intervene, that person isn’t 
in the couple’s relationship 
and it could be an invasion 
of privacy to interfere, said 
Chicago-based relationship 
expert and psychiatrist Paul 
Dobra nsky. 

But that doesn’t mean the 
person should be complete- 
ly silent on the matter. The 
best approach, Dobransky 
said, is to support the friend. 
If the friend has a suspicion 
or has voiced worries, en- 
courage him or her to talk 


about it with his or her part- 
ner. That way, the couple 
can solve the problem. 

“Even though it goes 
against the feel-good instant 
gratification of feeling close 
to a friend by giving them 
very personal information, 
in the end it can be more 
empowering to the friend 
if they make up their own 
mind and go with their own 


gut,” Dobransky said. “By 
having good boundaries 
and not inserting yourself 
into the situation, you are 
creating a long-term solid- 
ness to your friendship.” 

Downside to this ap- 
proach: The friend could 
find out you knew all along 
and can be mad at you for 
keeping it in. And the secret 
could eat away at you. 


THE TATTLER 



Description: You are protec- 
tive of your friend and feel 
compelled to tell him or her 
if he/she is not being treated 
well. 

First assess the level of 
friendship, Dobransky said. If a 
person tells a casual acquain- 
tance, then there’s a greater 
likelihood of the acquaintance 
displacing negative feelings 
of anger and distrust, he said. 
Think of the “kill the mes- 
senger” phenomenon. If the 
person who discovers the 
cheating and the person be- 
ing cheated on are lifelong 
friends and have dealt with 
past conflicts, then the friend 
knows there’s no III intentions, 
he said. 

“I would tell, but it depends 
on the depth of their relation- 
ship,” said Brandt Devries, 22, 
of Lincoln Park. If his buddy 
were dating someone for a 
couple of months, he said, he 
would tell right away. But if 
the couple suspected of hav- 
ing a cheating problem were 
together for years, was deeply 
in love and talking about mar- 
riage, he’d hold off a bit. 

“I’d wait a while because 
that would absolutely crush 
him and I don’t want to 


responsible for crushing said 
friend,” Devries said. He might 
subtly drop hints or wait to see 
if his friend found out. Still, he 
said, eventually he’d have to 
tell his friend. 

Be matter of fact in deliv- 
ering the news and let them 
know you’re there for the per- 
son being cheated on no mat- 
ter what, Rzepczynski said. 


And make sure there’s proof 
of cheating, like a cell phone 
picture, and it’s not just allega- 
tions or gossip, he said. 

Downside to this ap- 
proach: The friend could react 
in a defensive way because 
they feel ashamed or are in de- 
nial. They could blame you for 
bringing it up. And the friend- 
ship can become strained.

THECONFRONTER 


Description: You call the cheater out and confront him or her 
yourself. 

Confronting the cheater with knowledge or suspicion gives 
the cheater an opportunity to make things right by coming 
clean and telling the truth, Rzepczynski said. The person could 
give the cheater a certain time frame to tell the significant other 
before deciding to expose the cheating, he said. 

Even showing the cheater subtly that you’re on to them can 
work. For example, the person who found out about the cheat- 
ing goes to a party where the cheater will be and makes it 
known through eye contact that they suspect or caught them 
cheating. Without saying anything, that situation may provoke 
fear or prompt them to admit the truth to their significant other, 
he said. 

Downside to this approach: The cheater could deny the of- 
fense, try to explain the circumstances or lie even more. 



True life playbook 

Red Eye asked rela- 
tionship expert Jenn 
Berman, host of “The 
Love and Sex Show with 
Dr. Jenn” on Cosmo 
radio on SiriusXM, to 
weigh in on three hypo- 
thetical situations where 
friends might find them- 
selves i nvol ved i n the Berman 

drama of discovering 

possible cheating. Berman noted it’s important 
not to jump to conclusions when seeing poten- 
tially suspicious behavior by a friend’s significant 
other. 



□ You see your friend’s partner flirting 
with another girl at a restaurant. Your 
friend’s partner had said she would be out of 
town. 

BERMAN SAYS: You should walk up to your 
friend’s partner and say, “Hey! Good to see you. 

I thought you were going to be out of town.” Be 
very casual about it, not accusatory. Once she 
knows you have seen her, she is likely to address 
her partner herself either because she is innocent 
or because she wants to cover her tush. Then 
you can casually say [to your friend], “Hey, I ran 
into Susan at Cafe del Sol with a friend. I thought 
she was going to be out of town.” If [your friend’s 
partner] has done something wrong, your friend 
is going to ask more questions (“What do you 
mean she was in town?” “Who was she with?” 
etc.). Now you have informed all the parties and it 
is up to them to probe further. 

□ You see your friend’s wife give her 
number to another guy at a bar during 
happy hour. 

BERMAN SAYS: For all you know she might be 
giving him the name of her terrific landscape 
architect or she might have been out of her busi- 
ness cards and his company might be looking 
for a great advertising exec, like her. Once again, 

I recommend going over and saying, “Hello,” so 
she knows she has been seen. In a day or two you 
can mention to your friend that you bumped into 
his wife at the bar and see how he reacts. Answer 
any questions he has fairly, but don’t offer infor- 
mation that he has not asked for. 


□ You’re friends with a guy and girl 
who are dating each other. You see 
the guy kiss another woman. 

BERMAN SAYS: If this kiss is not a romantic, 
mouth-to-mouth kiss, don’t assume. If it is, you 
have to report it to your friend. You might want 
to start the conversation by asking questions like, 
“Are you and Bob still together?” or “Are you and 
Bob having trouble?” so that you can give her the 
chance to let you know that they broke up a week 
ago. If they are still together, she will probably 
ask you why you are asking this question. Then 
you need to tell her what you saw. Make sure to 
tell her the facts, don’t embellish with your own 
emotions or do anything to make her feel worse. 
At the end of the conversation, make sure you tell 
her how sorry you are that you had to deliver the 
information and let her know that you are there 
for her if she needs support.

The buzz: To call that concept 
a stretch is an insult to stretch- 
ing.

The verdict: Quite short and 
mildly appealing, much like a gar- 
den gnome. Nearly everything 
about “Gnomeo and Juliet” is 
straight-up OK, from the anima- 
tion to the bits of cleverness that 
compensate for annoying animal 
sidekicks and wildly unnecessary 
pop culture references of films
